It is interesting to turn back the pages of the years and read the record of a business. For time 


has a way of testing purposes and policies.

“Obviously, the only sound policy that 
will meet these obligations is to continue 
to furnish the best possible telephone ser- 
vice at the lowest cost consistent with 
financial safety. This policy is bound to 
succeed in the long run and there is no 
justification for acting otherwise than for 
the long run. 


“Earnings must be sufficient to assure 
the best possible telephone service .at all 
times and to assure the continued financial 
integrity of the business. Earnings that are 
less than adequate must result in telephone 
service that is something less than the best 
possible. 

“Earnings in excess of these require- 
ments must either be spent for the en- 
largement and improvement of the service 
furnished or the rates charged for the ser- 
vice must be reduced. This is fundamental 
in the policy of the management. 


“The margin of safety in earnings is only 
a small percentage of the rate charged for 
service, but that we may carry out our 
ideals and aims it is essential that this 
margin be kept adequate. Cutting it too 
close can only result in the long run in 
deterioration of service while the tempo- 
rary financial benefit to the telephone user 
would be practically negligible. 


“With your sympathetic understanding 
we shall continue to go forward, provid- 
ing a telephone service for the nation more 
and more free from imperfections, errors 
or delays, and always at a 
cost as low as is consistent 
with financial safety.”

WINS A $2,000 PRIZE 


r his patient way, Edward Hopper took all of last 
summer painting Cape Cod Afternoon, the painting 
shown below. He sent it to the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art in Washington last March to hang with 460 other 
contemporary American paintings. To no one’s surprise, 
Cape Cod Afternoon won the Corcoran’s best award— 
the W. A. Clark prize of $2,000, largest cash prize 
award an American painter can win today, It was no 
surprise because Hopper, five of whose paintings are 
shown in color on the following pages, is accepted as 
one of America’s best living painters. ‘The $2,000 prize 
was a welcome bonus for the Hopper purse. Famous 
as he is, he is by no means wealthy. He paints slowly, 
gets between $1,500 and $3,000 a painting, Even 
after a dozen years of painting success he probably 
does not come close to making $10,000 a year. Un- 
less Hopper’s fame degenerates, it seems likely that 
single canvases of his will be worth more than he now 
gets for half a dozen. Museums in New York, Chi 
cago, Cleveland, Philadelphia and Indianapolis boast 
original Hoppers. Many of them traveled recently 
to Pittsburgh for one of the Carnegie Institute's 
infrequent one-man shows, which has just closed.

A fortress of Order and Privilege in semianarchic Madrid is the U. S. Em- 
bassy. Yet the U. S. Government abandoned its Madrid Embassy last Nov. 
26 and threw some 30 U, S. Citizens, mostly newspapermen, Filipinos and 
children of Spaniards, on their own. ‘The man who took over, in the name of 
American Rugged Individualisi ., was Captain Frank Cannada} 
oldtime gold prospector, Spa: n War veteran, a tall, gloom; 
conscientious Virginian, 

He owns a chicken farm outside Madrid. When the Anarchists threatened to 
confiscate it, he announced that they would get it over his dead body. This was 
convincing. When the Embassy refugees elected him chairman of the House 
Committee, he obliged a Spanish friend by giving his eight cows sanctuary in 
the Embassy. ‘Thus he had fresh eggs and milk, the surplus going to Madrid 
hospitals. He bribed Madrid officialdom with 90 skins of olive oil he had picked 
up cheap from a Spaniard afraid of confiscation. He kept the war out of the 
Embassy, But his thin bluff was almost called when the Government an- 
nounced one afternoon that that night the guards who had been on duty since 
the beginning of the war would be changed. That meant that his cows, eggs 
and olive oil would be confiscated and that the over-friendly old guards might 
be shot. In six hours, without authority but with olive oil, he got the order 
countermanded. He and his refugees are still holding the U. S. Embassy.

In February the British Government tried to give India semi-self-rule by 
holding elections for local legislatures in India’s eleven provinces. (There 
are also 18 States ruled by native Princes.) The elected Hindus in six of the 
eleven provinces promptly rejected the Bri plan formulated in the new Con- 
stitution, by resolving not to form ministries. This made India’s British rulers 
very impatient indeed. For Britons say that if they should abandon India’s

before Moslem conquerors would subjugate all India, as they have done before. 
A sample of the warlike ways of the border Moslems was given on April 9 
and is pictured on these pages. Here on the Northwest Frontier, traditional 
battle-ground of Russian r, British influence, border Mahsuds and Wazirs, kin 
to the neighboring Afghans, have lately been roused by the tall, red-bearded 
(dyed) Fakir of Ipi, Mirza Ali Khan, 36, “Champion of Islam,” whose power 
comes from the fact that he never accepts a bribe.
